TERRIBLE EXPLOSION ON THE GREAT EASTERN.

Bursting of a Funnel Feed-Pipe Casing.
Five Men Killed and Others Wounded.
A Man Jumps Overboard and Is Drown¬
ed.Serious Injury to the Inside of the
Vessel, and Miraculous Bscape of the

Passengers.Result of the Coroner's In¬

quest.The Leviathan to be Soon Ready
for Sea at Portland.Decline in the Price

ofShares.Good Performance Prior to the
Accident.
On the aft .rnoon of tho 9th, whon tho Groat Eastern

was ofT Hastings, a feed-pipe casing in tho forward fun¬

nel, which had been introduced on tho ground of econo¬

my in heat and to keep tho heat of the funnels from tho

cabin, exploded with terrific force, blowing tho funnel

Into tho air and tearing to piccos tho grand saloon and

lower deck cabins, through which the funnel possod, and

otherwise doing great damage to tho internal Qttlngs.
Great consternation prevailed on board, but prompt

efforts were made to get at the unfortunate mon in the en¬

gineering department, who were either buried in tho rub¬

bish or prostrated by the steam.

Three firemen were found in a dying stato, ami soon ex-

ptsod, while eight othors were injured, two of whom sub¬

sequently died.
One fireman was lost overboard, having either fallon in¬

to the water or Jutapcd into it to escape scalding.
Tbc injured men were generally progressing favora¬

bly, although two or three of them wore In a precarious
oondition.
Tho numerous guests on board had only quitted tho

grand saloon, through which tho funnol passed, and in
which they had been dining a few minutes beforo the ex¬

plosion took place. But for this, tho consoqucnces would
have been most scriouB.
The explosion is stated to havo probably been one of

ibo most terrific which a vessel has ovor survived, and
which none in the world could havo withstood savo a

structure or such marvellous strength as tho Great East¬
ern. Sho not only resisted it.hor frame sustaining no

Injury whatever.but it mado so little dilforonco in tho
movements of tho vessel that tho engines wcro never

encc stopped till sho reached Portland.

It Is assorted that great objections had been made to tho
casing around the runnels, but the directors persisted in

adopting tho plan notwithstanding it had been tried and

abandoned in tho Collins and other steamers.

Tim Coroner's inquest was commoused at Weymouth
on (to 12th, and tho evidence clearly Uiowcd the causo of
the explosion to be.

Firstly, the supply of the hollers through the water

Jacket ef the funnel was stopped because of a failure iu tho

auxliary pumping power.

Secondly, a stand pipe, which acta as a safety valve,
had in it a tap when tho cosing was hydraulic,illy touted,
and that tap was turned, apparently intentionally, so that

the pipe was useless.

The'lnquest was adjourned till the 17th.

Prior to tho accident the performance of the vessel was

most satisfactory, and Bhe was almost without motion

while large vessels in her vicinity wcro pitching and toss

>ng in a stormy sea.

A survey of tho vessel had been hoM, and estimates

8ent in to forthwith repair the damage at a cost of not

more than £6,000, tho injury being far loss considerable

than was at first supposed.
Little if any delay would lake place in tho departure

of the ship on her first voyage, but a rumor prevailed
that she would not proceed to Holyhead, bat sail direct

from Portland.
The accident caused a slight decline in tho shores of tho

company, but did not influence the general confidence in

the ship.

IMPORTANT FROM CHINA.

The Allied Plenipotentiaries go np the
Pelho for Pekin.They Find the River
Barred above the Barrier Forts.Chinese
Mashed Batteries Opened on the English
Fleet.A Hard Battle and the Allies in

Highly important, but meagre despatches, in anticipa¬

tion of the arrival of the China mail, had rcachod England.
The following despatch had been published by the go¬

vernment :.

Admiral Hope arrived off the Pciho river on tho 17th of

June, and found that the fortifications had been rebuilt,
but no guns or men were visible. The entrance into the
river was barred with booms and stakes.

Tho Plenipotentiaries Joined the Bquadron on the 20th
and no notice having been token of tho announcement of

their arrival, an attempt was made on the 25th to force a

passage, when, on a sudden, batteries supported by a

mongrel forco of apparently 20,000 men, were unmasked,
and opened a destructive fire.

After a severe action the squadron was obliged to with
draw with the loss of the gunboats Cormorant, Lee and

Plover, and four hundred and sixty-four killed and
wounded.
Tho French had fourteen killed and woundod out of

sixty.
The Plenipotentiaries have returned to Shanghae.
The rest of China was reported quiet.
Ho fears arc entertained about Canton, but the Tartar

troops have been disarmed as a matter of precaution.
A further despatch mentions that seven officers were

kilica ana seventeen woundca, Admiral Hope being among
the latter.

Other despatches confirm these particulars, and ono

via Trieste adds the following:.
It Is slated that the American Ambassador had been ad¬

mitted to I'ekin. The hope of the treaty being carried

out is given op, and a fresh war is considered imminent.

The Timet says:." Henceforth negotiations must be

carried on at Pekin, where no one can doubt Europeans
will soon bo as much at home and as safe as at Paris.'' It

concludes the article with the following uncomplimentary
reflections on the American Ambassador:."The Ameri¬
can Ambassador, without force or arms, is said to have

been admitted at Pokln. Of course ho had a peculiar
claim to this exceptional privilege on account of the assist¬

ance given to the Chinese mandarins to deprive us of the

just fruits of the late successful war. Whether this, or

some new claim of the same character, rendered him more

admissabic than thoso who had opened tho way to him

does not yet appear. If the Americans can open China try
^peaceful methods, let them do it; but thus far they seem

better able to help themselves than to do anything for the

world at large."

departure.
Tho English and French Secretaries of Legation to

mands for a terrible vengeance.

Loxnos, Sept, 14,1869.
The China mail has arrived, bringing complete accounts

of tho I'ciho affair, which resulted in the total defeat qf the
British forces, with no less than five gunboats and about a

third of the whole force engaged.
The mouth of the river was etTcetually barred by iron

Rtakes and booms. This bar was raked by the flro of the
newly constructed forts on tho other side of tho river,
mounting ninety to one hundred guns.
Admiral Hopc'B appearance in the first instance was

unmistakcably pacific; a solitary man-of-war boat carried
in his first message, the Fury and two gunboats being left
outside the bar wbilo the rest of the squadron was lying
thirty miles offi
The ambassadors finding no proper officers to receive

them, decided to remove the bar and pass up tho rivor.
Six or seven hours, however, were spent in vain en

deavors to effect this, and during that timo not a gun was

fired from the forts, although the gunboats wero at a dis
tauce of 509 to 700 yards only, and some of them had got
aground.
At 1 30 r. M. the signal for action was run up, and tho

Opossum and l'lovcr pushed in closo up to tho first
barrier.

Suddenly, about two P. M., tho guns in tho forts opened
fire, and the action became general. Tho fire of the Chi¬
nese, both In weight and precision, was such as was never

before experienced at their hands.
In about two hours the fire of tho Chinese began to

slacken, and was soon afterwards almost silonced, al¬
though every shot of theirs told, while tho British guns
did comparatively littlo damage to tho mud walls.
At about 6 P. M. tho signal wna made for tho troops to

land, and there wore then no doubts of a speedy victory.
Just us the first boat touched the shore, the forts opened a

pcrfcii hurricane of thiV, gingall, halls and rockets which
mowed doum the metj as they landed. Tho ships threw lu

as heavy a covering fire as they possibly could. The cue-

my's fire continued so heavy and the mud on landing be¬

ing up to the knees, and sometimes to the waist, that out

of one thousand melt who landed barely one hundrod
reached the first of the three wide and deep ditches,
which, after some five hundred yards of wading through
the mud, presented themselves.

01' the gallant few who got through the mud ditficnitics

scarcely twenty had been able to keep their rifles or am¬

munition dry. Nevertheless they boldly faced the ditches

and some fifty of them, iueluding a crowd of officers, suc¬

ceeded in getting as fur as the third ditch. They wonld

certainly have made a good attempt to scale the walls,
hut their ludders had either been broken by shot or had
stuck in the mud. With the one ladder, however, which

remained, ten devoted men sprang forward, three of
whom wore immediately shot dead and flvo wounded se¬

verely. A vertical firo of arrows, as well as a constant

fusilado, was kept up on tho select band who now

crowded in the ditch waiting, but in vain, for reinforce¬
ments

Orders were at last given to retire, and in effecting the
retreat probably more lives were lost than In advancing,
as tho Chinese by means of blue lights discovered the po¬
sition of the men, and shot them down like birds. Many
boats had also been smashed by shots, and there were

not enough to toko off tho survivors.
Several boats full of wounded were struck by tho balls

and swamped.
The belief was universal throughout tho squadron that

Europeans manned tho batteries as well as tho Chinese.
Hen in gray coats, with closely cropped hair and Russian
features, wore distinctly risible. Tho whole of tho fortifi¬
cations were evidently of European designing.
The total number of killed and wounded on the side of

the British was 464. ^
The French had four killod and ten woundod.
Of the Marine brigade one officer was killed and fifteen

wounded; of the non commissioned officers and men 27
were killed and 127 wounded.
Admiral Hope was severely wounded, as also wcro

several other prominent officers.
Some of the wounds are said to have been inflicted by

Hinnic balls.
Tho Americans towed np several boats Into action, and

after the action took out to their respective ships a num¬

ber of men.

THR MINISTERS OF TOE GREAT POWERS LEAVE
SUANCHAK FOR PEKIN.RUSSIAN POLICY AUO A
DIFFICULTY IN PR08PBCT.
[From the China (Ixmdou) Telegraph, August 27.1

A portion of the I/mdon mall of May 10 arrived per
Messrs. JJent 4 Co.'s steamer Yang tze, on Juno 27, and,
by her fPturn to Hong Kong, we have dates up to Juno 28.

In our last Impression wo noticed the arrival of the
English, French and American Ministers at Uhanghac. en
route to the north. We have now to announce that they
all left that place for Pekin on June 15. The Hon. F. W.
Bruce embarked on board her Majesty's steamer Ma-
giciennn, taking the Coromaudel as a tender; M. de Bour-
boulon in his Imperial Majesty's steamer Du Chayla. with
the steamer Norzagarmy; and his EzccUcney Mr. Ward,
in the United States steamer Powhatan, with the char¬
tered steamw Imey-wan. Three dayR previous Admiral
Hope left SSbanghae in the Chesapeake. A large force,
consisting of seven steamships, ten gunboats and two
troop and store ships, were tn rendezvous at Sha Un-tten,
about fifty miirs trom the mouth ol tno Peiho. It will
thus be seen that every precaution has been taken far the
purpose of giving the ministers sufficient authority to
force admtsUun to Pekin, tf such a resource should be. ne¬
cessary, in order thai the ratification of the treaties may
take place t'n a proper manner. Not only have
between 500 and 600 marines, 100 royal engineers,
and a number of sailors accompanied the Hon. Mr
Bruce, hut an abundance, of provisions wan also taken,
ready for conveyance by land, together with two bund rod
military train Coolies, so as to be as much as possiblo in¬
dependent of the Chinese.

it seems that these Coolies are oalled "Hakkas," and
were enrolled in our service at the taking of Canton.
They wore noted there for their faithfulness, and were
dubbed tho "Bamboo Rifios." It was anticipated, from
the attempt made by tho Chinese Imperial Commission at
Shanghai: (to throw obstacles in the way of the progress
of the allied plenipotentiaries, that further embarrass¬
ment would hamper their movements at Pekin; hut there
is a general opinion that these have been overcome, and
that all opposition will vanish as soon as they make their
appearance, but still it is deemed probable that some dif¬
ficulties may arise when they havn actually reached tho
capital. It is believed that a personal interview with the
Emperor will not he at all relished by his Majesty, par¬
ticularly when he knows that tho foreign ministers will
noi be disposed to accede to the performance of those
ceremonials of the Celestial Court which are likely to place
them in a degrading position. Besides these difficulties,
the stipulation of treaty, which provides that a British
minister shall be resident at Pekin, will put the energies
and firmness of Mr. Bruce and M. de Bourboulon to thu
utmost test
Up to the time of the departure of the mail, no intelli

gence had reached Rhanghae of the movement of the ex¬
pedition, not even the fact that the place of rendezvous
had been reached by the squadron; but as tun days, tho
time in which tlicy ought to have reached tho mouth of
the Peiho, had elapsed, it was concluded that they had
sailed up the river without molestation.
The North China Herald, commenting on this great

event, says:.The departure of the Plenipotentiaries of
England, France and America for Pekin. for tho purpose
of exchanging at tho capital the ratified treaties obtained
from the Em|>ornr of China Just twelve months ago, is an
unprecedented historical event that we must place on
record. It is le commencement de la fin, the step leading
to the consummation of that great change in the policy of
this preud government that it is designed to undergo.
Driven from every disputed point by the allied forces of
England and France, until the treaties were ultimately
signed at Tientsin, China must now relinquish its last hold,
and admit, as friends, into the TaNei, or "Great Inte¬
rior," otherwise called the Tsz Kyin-tshun, or "Vermilion
Forbidden City," tho barbarians who have dictated terms
to her. We were slow to endorso the opinion, now gone-
rally held, that tho cortege will proceed without interrup¬
tion to the Northern capital. We have only yielded on
seeing the force which England sends to support ber minis¬
ter in bis negotiations, convinced that such a demonstra¬
tion, with the experience the Chinoso already have of its
power to act, if necessary, is the best guaranteo for pcuce.
Tlte force wnich attends the mission would, we should
think, secure the peaceful entry of the parties into the
capital; bat when the unwelcome visiters proceed to busi¬
ness. and an interview is demanded between the Emperor
and tho ministers representing their respective sovereigns,then will the artfulness and fiuesse of these accomplished
dissemblers come into action, and tho odds will be against
us. Indeed, we do not see how, with all the firmness wo
expect to find in Mr. Bruce, it will be possible to got over
the excuse that tho Emperor is too siclc to receive them,unless it be by waiting until he recovers or dies.
From private sources we learn that the Chinese at Shane

hae are of opinion that all will not go on smoothly with
the embassies, and even seme of-the European residents
anticipate a row. Bvery one. behests that the Hussions
are intriguing against us. Some recollect how they made
a fool of the last American Minister.and are anxious to
krone how the new one will get on. There is a rumor of
Shanghai* that the most important article in tho treaty.
that providing for a permanent embassy at Fekjn, is al¬
ready given up. This is not looked on as very favorable
for our future movement, seeing that the Russians havo
had one there so long, and Is thought to be u further indi¬
cation of their endeavors U> keep us out of the Celestial
capital; in fact, it Is expected by some that the whole
treaty, except those parts which tel! against us, will be¬
come a dead letter.

AFFAIRS IN ITALY.

No Intercut, in tlie Zurich Conferences.
The Bourbon Dynasty Excluded from
Farm*-'Thanks to Napoleon and An¬
nexation to Sardinia Voted.Action In
the llomagna . Ceprlani as Governor
General.
IJttle is sniil of tho Conference at Zurich, and it appears

o have lost all interest. The Plenipotentiaries continue,
however, to have occasional interviews.
Tho latest despatch, dated 13th, says the Conference had

been suspended until Count Colloredo had received fresh
instructions from Vienna.
The National Assembly of Parma, on tho 11th, unani¬

mously voted by ballot the decadenco of tho Bourbon
dynasty, and the perpetual exclusion from tho govern¬
ment of all princes of that houso.
In tho samo sitting a vote of thanks to Napoleon was

agreed to. On the following day, tho same body voted
unanimously, by ballot, tho annexation of Parma to Sar¬
dinia. Tho announcement was received with enthusiastic
cheers, and loud vivas for Victor Emanuel. Five depu¬
ties wcro chosen to convey tho wishes of tho imputation
to the King of .Sardinia.
The following resolutions were also passed'.For tho

construction of a siIyer medal to bo distributee! among

tho inhabitants of those provinces which huvO taken part
,n the war. For tho erection of a monument to pcrpotu-
ate the names of those compatriots wla» have died for
their couutry since 1848.
The National Assembly of Romagna hod decreed that

all thoae who have goad* in the Romagna, from the 12th
of June to the present time, have deserved well of their
country.

Also, the ratification of the title and authority of Clpri
ani at) Governor Genera), with responsible Ministers, and
that Cipriani be charged u> oo-ojxirate energetically for tlie
accomplishment of tho wishes of tho Assembly to procure
a moro intimate union with the other provinces of Central
Italy.
Tho London Herald't Paris correspondent states that

Victor Emanuel is disbanding his army, but the men are

supplied with passports for Tuscany and Modena, where,
they will swell the army of Central Italy.

The French papers announce that the special agent who

was sent by the French government on a secret mission to
India had presented a report to Count Walewski, giving a

very gloomy picture of the situation of India.
An article in the Paris Moniteur in regard to the peace

of Villafranca, a summary of which was received by the
Arabia, continues to occupy attention. It produced a very
unfavorable effect at Paris, and future complications,again
menacing to the state of Europe, were anticipated. Tho
articlo came direct from the Emperor at St. Sauvor.
Count Ucisct had returned to Paris from his Italian

mission.
The Iondon Pott't PoriB correspondent says that the forti¬

fications of the different French towns are the order of the
day. Lille and Bourges are under the hands of engineers,
and Valenciennes will soon be.
The Paris flour market had been dull, but wheat was

firmer and rather dearer.
Accounts from tho wine growing districts state that the

It was rumored that tho governments of France and

England had both agreed that a Congress on the Italian
question had become necessary.

The Moniteur of this morning, in an article detailing tho
treachery of the Chinese, says the governments of Fr ico

and England arc about to take measures together to inflict
chastisement and obtain every satisfaction which so fla¬
grant an act of treachery requires.

PRUSSIA.
An address had been presented from Stettin concerning

the question of a Germanic Confederation. Count Hchwcrtn,
to whom the Prince Regent referred the address for a re¬

ply, observed that late events and experiences had cre¬

ated a conviction tiial tho independence and power of
Germany render necessary a strong and energetic union
and a reform or the federal constitution. To obtain this
end the government of Prussia acknowledges the justice of
public opinion, but the government will not allow Itsolf to
be led away by tho manifestations which the national
feeling caused, nor will it deviate from tho way pointed
out by its consideration and conscientious esteem of the
rights of others, aqd in its regard for that which is
at present possible and attainable. The same esteem
for right and law which characterize tho state of affairs in
Prussia, must also rule her relations with Germany and
her German confederates. Germany will render to her¬
self greater service at present by endeavoring to further
the common interests of Germany in such a way that prac¬
tical results will ensue by an increase of tho forces of Ger¬
many, and by strengthening the certain footing on which
her rights arc now established throughout the whole fede¬
ral country, than by premature proposals for changes in
the federal constitution. The Prussian government " be¬
ing determined to devote its energies for the furtherance
of these objects, considers itself entitled to claim confl-
dence tbat it will, wben called upon, find ways in which
the interests of Germany and Prussia will be compatible
with the demands of duty and conscience."

RUSSIA.
It was stated that the Circassian Chief Sohamyl

had born taken prisoner, and was to be sent to St. Pe¬
tersburg.

AUSTRIA.
The construction at Pola of two fifty gun screw frigates

and twelve sloops and gunboats had been ordered.
The Vienna Gazette published an Imperial decree for

tho regulation of the Protestant churches in Hungary,
the Woywodschraft, Rotia and Slavonia and the military
boundary district.
The official part of the same paper contains an article,

promising that great concessions will be made to the Pro¬
testants of all other provinces. The same Journal, in its
non-official portion, publishes an article expressing satis¬
faction with the article in the Moniteur advising the people
of Central Italy. It further states that tho consideration
of the state of aflairs in Italy from the point of view in the
Moniteur, increases the hopes for peace and banishes tho
fears which have been entertained till now.

INDIA.
The Calcutta mails of August 8th, and Bombay mails of
